THE RECONSTRU orien TRAGEDY. 

Daniel M. Chamberlain settled in South 
| Carolina as a cotton planter in 1866, He 
| was Attorney General of the State and 
Was also Governor from 1874 to 1876. The 
following year power passed into the hands 
ot the Democrats. Mr. Chamberlain's ex- 
periences have been such as to qualify him 
to write intelligently about Reconstruc- 
tion in South Carolina,” which is the title 
ot an article by him in the current num 
ber of the Atlantic. 

Mr, Chamberlain says his personal 83 
edge warrants him in stating that “eyes were 
never blinder to facts, minds never more 
ruthlessly set upon a policy, than were 
Stevens and Morton ”—one in the House 
and the other in the Senate“ on putting 
the white South under the heel of the black 
South.” Their reconstruction policy, the 
| overshadowing item of which was negro suf- 
frage, was not that of Governor Andrew, 
whose scheme was to prosecute peace as

struction. The utter failure of negro sut-

MRS, GILBERT'S REMINISCENSES, 


Anne Hartley Gilbert are concluded in the 
current number of Scribner's. Mrs. Gilbert 


is now 80 years of age, and is still playing in 
the Lyceum Theater in New York. ‘Though 
she was born in England and began her 


‘stage career in that country as a ballet 
dancer at the age of 12, and though her hus- 
band was an Englishman of the same pro- 
fession, Mrs. Gilbert is American to her 
finger tips 
West. It was in 1849 that she and her hus- 
band came to America and invested their 
little fortune in a farm west of Milwaukee, 
on-the edge. of the wilderness. In a few. 
years they had lost everything and had to 
return to the stage, beginning in Milwaukee 
‘at $8 a week apiece, and finally reaching 
Chicago in an open cart in bitter winter 
weather. Chicago was good to the new- 
comers, and Mrs. Giibert says she “ loves 
the big, noisy place now for the * of the 
en: town of long ago.” 

John B. Rice was the manager of the only 
theater in Chicago when the Gilberts ‘came 
here in 1851. Mrs. Gilbert does not believe 
in the modern big star system, and she 
recalls the curious fact that Mr. Rice al- 
ways refused to have Forrest play in his 
theater, thongh the two were good friends.. 
The Chicago manager reasoned that while 
Forrest drew large houses at high prices 
for the fortnight in which he played, he 
ruined the business of the theater for sev- 
eral weeks bef and after. He was so 
great an actor that before he came ‘every- 
body was saving up money to see him, and 
after he was gone it was some time before 
most people would pay to see an inferior 
man.

A year ago last December the board 
c its fiscal year to make it correspond 
with the calendar year. Before that the 
fiseal year had ended on March 31, but at 
the time mentioned the fiscal year was 
closed on Dec. 31. The result of this was

tures, the board was able to show a surplus. 
on Jan. 1 of $17,000. This was a forced bal- 
‘ance, however, as during the next three 
months the board spent $62,000, which would 
have left a deficit of $45,000 bad the fiscal 
year consisted of twelve months. 

Difference in Two Years. : 

During this short year, however, the board 
spent $80,000 in improvements, giving it 
something to show for its money besides 
pay rolls, but the year just closed it made no 
improvements at all, and yet spent more 
money than it did the year before. 

It had an additional income of $21,000, all 
of which has been spent, and incurred a 
deficit .of $82,000 besides. In addition to this 
the nominal balance of $17,000 on Jan. 1. 
1900, has disappeared, and there is nothing 
to offset the item of $80,000 for improvements 
which it had to its credit in 1890. This al- 
together. meg a total of $150,000, and there 
is nothing in the appearance of the park to 
indicate that the money ct been spent to 

advantage. 

e expenditure of $62,000 during the wine 
ter months of 1900 broke all records of the 
park. Under the Woodworth administra- 
tion the average expenditures during the 
winter were from $9,000 to $11,000 a month. 
The total for all three months was never so 
high as $80,000. This sudden jump to $62,000 
aroused all sorts of comments among the few 
people who knew of it, and the story is told

Cooley chose such parts of the city as are 
overcrowded and filled with tenement- 
houses. The little children who have squalid 
homes, he believes, should be given the first 
care. Ata meeting of the School Manage- 
ment committee on last Thursday a recom- 
mendation that a second kindergarten be es- 
tablished in Park was passed. Su- 
perintendent Cooley objected, showing that 
the suburb was already better taken care of 
than other parts ot the tx. 


Tanin Lobbies for the ichool. 


During the session of the committee sev- 
eral members were called out by Mr. Lahiff, 
who was present as a member of the Rogers 
Park Improvement association. This asso- 
ciation, Mr. Cooley says, seems to have been 
organized principally to work the School 
board.“ After members of the committee 
had talked with Mr. Lahiff they concluded 
that Mr. Cooley was mistaken in wishing to 


give the kindergartens to the poorer dis- 


tricts, and voted to recommend that a second 
one be established in Rogers Park. 

„The location of the kindergartens, 
the board has not enough money to put them 
in many parts of the city,” said Superintend- 
ent Cooley, has been an important ques- 


| tion. The sites I recommended were selected 


with a good deal of consideration. The board 
now has before it propositions from a Hebrew 
organization to furnish a building in South 
Halsted street, from Alderman Alling and a 


colored society, who would give a building on 


the South Side, and from a committee inter- 
ested in the Gad’s Hill settlement, who would 
help maintain kindergartens. These re- 
quests have been refused because the board 
had no money. Rogers Park, through its po- 
litical pull, gets the school. 

“It should be said in fairness that the 


— . of money now asked for by Rogers 


Park is small. The fact is, however, that 
with the location once established it will be 
easy to ask for more next fall. It is a case 
where political Influence has defeated the 
wholly just and Fight administration of the 
public schools.“ 

Within the last few months Superintendent 
Cooley’s recommendations have been over- 
ridden several times. In one of these in- 
stances political influence was visible. 
When the. matter of selecting typewriters 
was left to Superintendent Cooley he recom- 


mended a certain make, but when the board 


members found out what it was they would 
not accept it. It has been suggested that in 
this case the pull was other than political. 

The Board of Education will confront two

„Mr. Cooley shauld have little to say 


about pulls,“ said Mr. Lahiff last night.

It. seems to me 
that is fully as bad an example of pull 
as to try to get a kindergarten where it is 
needed.
